DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's remarks filed 6/26/08 have been fully considered and entered. Applicant 
invokes 103 (c) with regard to Bernard Louis Dit Picard, WO 0076384 (note US 6,998,360 was 
relied upon as a translation of WO document). As such, WO 0076384 is disqualified as a 
reference under 103. Accordingly, the obviousness rejections set forth in sections 2-3 of the 
Office Action dated 01/07/08 are hereby withdrawn. Claims 21-42 are found allowable for 
reasons set forth herein below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 21-42. 
Specifically, independent claim 2 1 is found allowable since the combination of prior art 

fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed fibrous material having the claimed fibrous layers with 
the claimed micro naire. An updated art search did not produce any substantial art for which to 
base a rejection and presently no motivation exists to combine references to form an obviousness 
type rejection.
